J. Fred Anderson Says 
Recent Hot Weather 
Causing Loss 


FRUIT DROPS OFF TREES 


Decrease in Fruit Likely to 
Bring Higher Price for 
Local Product 





Sixty per cent of an average 
crop is the prediction made today 
by J. Fred Anderson, local horti- 
cultural inspector, for the 1934 
navels. At this time a year ago, 
Mr. Anderson made a prediction 
of about 90 per cent of an average 
crop for 1933 and the actual mar- 
keting of the fruit is proving that 
the prediction was close. 

Mr. Anderson’s prediction today 
on the new crop is the result of his 
study of local conditions and in- 


| spection of local groves in the past 


few days. The extremely hot 
weather of more than 10 days ago 
caused much of the new fruit to 
dry up and drop. The loss of fruit 
off the trees in the last week is 
reported to be quite extensive. 

“If all the fruit on the trees now 
remains, it is likely the crop next 
year will be about 60 per cent of 
normal,’ Mr, Anderson explained, 
saying that he would make this 
report tomorrow to J. P. Coy, 
county horticultural commission- 
er. 

The local citrus official said that 
blossoms were later than usual 
due to the general cool spring and 
when the fruit did appear it wasn’t 
advanced enough to withstand the 
high temperatures. 

As the result of thé drop in the 

fruit, the new crop may be scarce 
thus automatically causing an in- 
in the price. 
Anderson said he did not 
about the fruit in other dis- 
but he understood that in 
some sections the loss has been 
much more than here. Mr. Coy 
is reported to have said that the 
loss is general throughout South- 
ern California and that there will 
be a shortage of fruit next year
